The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  has  been  much  reduced,  there 
being-  only  18  notifications,  compared  with  140  last  year. 
Diphtheria  has  also  been  much  less  prevalent,  only  11  cases 
having  been  notified!,  as  against  28  last  year.  The  case  notified 
as  enteric  fever  was  found  not  to  be  that  disease.  The  Council  s 
Isolation  Hospital  has  not  been  so  fully  occupied  this  year,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  arrangement  to  send  all  infectious  cases 
to  the  Bristol  Isolation  Hospital  at  Ham  Green  will  come  into 
force  ear'v  in  1938,  when  this  Hospital  will  be  closed.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  DISTRICT. 

Details  of  the  following  Services  were  given  in  the  Report 
for  1930  :  — 

Nursing  in  the  Home,  District  Nursing  Associations,  Mid¬ 
wives,  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  for  Maternity  and  Infant 
Welfare,  School  Clinics,  Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal 
Diseases,  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes,  Provision  for  Mental 
Defectives,  and  Hospital  Facilities. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report. 
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LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE  IN  THE  AREA. 

The  Council  repealed  their  Bye-laws  made  on  the  23rd 
March,  1923.  with  respect  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings.  They 
made  B\ e-laws  with  respect  it)  New  Buildings  and  certain 
matters  in  connection  with  buildings,  which  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  February,  1937.  Separate  Bye-laws  were  made  in 
respect  of  New  Streets,  and  these  also  came  into  force  on  the 
1  st  February,  1937. 

These  are  the  only  changes  from  the  list  given  in  the  1930 
Report. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Detailed  accounts  have  been  given  in  the  Survey  Report  for 
1925  and  the  1930  Report.  Extensions  and  alterations  have 
been  given  in  subsequent  Reports.  During  this  year  the 
following  improvements  have  been  made  : — 

Kexx.  The  extension  of  the  Clevedon  Water  Company’s 
main  to  this  parish  has  been  completed. 

Yattox.  The  new  borehole  at  Claverham  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  the  pumping  machinery  fixed.  An  additional  main 
to  improve  the  supply  to  Cleeve,  a  portion  of  this  parish,  is 
being  considered. 

Wi x ford.  This  scheme  is  completed.  The  mains  serve 
Potters  Hill,  Upper  Felton,  Felton  Streep  and  Felton  Common. 
Old  Hill,  Kingdown,  Parsonage  Lane,  and  the  village  of 
Win  ford. 

The  Clutton  Rural  District  Council,  in  supplying  one  of 
their  parishes,  brought  their  main  through  this  parish  at 
Dewdown  and  arranged  to  supply  houses  in  the  vicinity  within 
the  parish  of  Winford.  This  arrangement  was  very  fortunate 
as  the  houses  were  on  the  extreme  edge  of  the  parish. 

North  Weston  axd  Westox-ix-Gordaxo.  The  existing 
mains  in  the  village  of  Wcston-in-Gordano  and  the  part  of  North 
Weston  which  lie's  contiguous  thereto,  have  been  taken  over 
from  Lieut. -Col.  Sir  Charles  W.  Miles,  Bart.,  by  agreement. 
T  he  waiter  is  obtained  from  a  supply  belonging  to  him  at 
Walton-in-Gordano.  The  Clevedon  Road  and  Honeylands 
portions  of  North  Weston  parish  will  not  benefit  by  this  supply 
but  negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  Portishead  Water 
Company  to  provide  this  area  with  water. 
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\\  raxAi.l.  I  lie  Bristol  Water  Company  have  completed 
mains  to  supply  the  “  60  Acres  ”  Estate  in  this  parish  and  the 
Portishead  Water  Company  are  taking  water  from  this 
Company  and  are  laying  mains  to  Failand  House  and  Failand 
Hill. 


Kingston  Seymour.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  to  obtain 
a  supply  for  this  parish  from  Yatton. 

Easton-in-Gordano.  The  Markham  district  of  this  parish 
is  still  greatly  in  need  of  a  satisfactory  water  supply. 

Nailsea.  The  west  end  of  this  parish  particularly,  and  the 
portion  known  as  “  The  Grove,”  needs  an  improved  water 
supply,  and  it  would  be  possible  to  provide  it  by  extension  of 
the  Bristol  Water  Company’s  mains  to  this  district. 

With  the  above  exceptions  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District 
is  well  provided  with  water  supplies. 

Forty-eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  put  in  hand 
during  the  year. 

A  sewer  extension  at  Bishops  Road,  Cleeve,,  Yatton,  has 
been  completed  to  develop  a  new  building  estate.  The  develop¬ 
ing  owner  making  a  substantial  contribution  towards  the  cost. 
This  sewer  is  available  for  other  users  who  do  not  contribute. 

At  Long  Ashton  the  Ashton  Court  Estate  have  laid  a  con¬ 
siderable  length  of  sewers  for  the  purpose  of  building 
development. 

Naii.sea.  There  is  a  need  for  a  small  sewage  system  at  the 
Kings  Hill  and  Union  Street  area  of  the  parish.  The  other 
portions  of  this  parish  in  my  opinion  do  not  require  a  sewage 
system  unless  a  large  building  development  occurs. 

Weston  Road  and  Iloneylands  area  of  North  Weston  is  in 
need  of  a  Sewage  Disposal  System  and  this  is  being  considered 
by  the  Council. 
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WinforDv  I  consider  that  Winford  village  needs  a 
Sewerage  System  to  prevent  pollution  of  a  stream. 

The  provisions  of  the  Town  P  anning  Act  should  render 
further  comprehensive  Sewerage  Schemes  unnecessary.  Build 
ing  development  should  occur  where  sewers  arc  at  present 
available  or  buildings  should  be  restricted  to  a  low  density. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  are  no  fresh  developments,  and  marked  improvement 
in  the  rivers  and  streams  has  occurred  in  recent  \ ears.

I  he  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  done  either  by  the  owner  or 
occupier  and  not  by  the  local  authority. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

1  here  has  been  no  change  to  record  this  vear. 

I  he  Council  intend  to  go  into  the  question  oi  a  System  of 
House  Refuse  Collection  for  the  entire  district,  and  will 
consider  providing  their  own  stall  to  do  this  work,  as  advocated 
in  my  last  year’s  Report.  I  am  still  far  from  satisfied  with 
the  present  arrangements.

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HOUSING. 

I  he  Housing  Committee  has  been  very  fully  occupied  again 
this  year  in  dealing  with  many  profc’ems  of  slum  clearance  and 
reconditioning  of  defective  houses.  The  appointment  of  an 
additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made  it  possible  to  carry  out 
more  inspection  and  supervision  than  in  previous  years,  but 
there  are  many  difficult  problems  to  deal  with,  which  render 
progress  slower  than  could  be  desired.  Sixty  houses  were 
scheduled  last  year  for  demolition  and  are  still  occupied,,  waiting 
for  new  houses  to  be  built,  and  there  arc  now  25  more  houses 
on  which  Demolition  Orders  are  operative. 

The  number  of  houses  demolished  during  the  year  is  22. 

Four  clearance  areas  involving  20  houses  were  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  confirmation  during  this  year. 
After  a  Public  Enquiry,  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Orders  after 
omitting  one  house,  and  in  the  case  of  another  house,  which, 
though  unfit,  had  been  well  maintained,  the  Council  was 
instructed  to  pay  compensation  in  respect  of  this  house.

HOUSING  (Rural  Workers)  ACTS,  1926  and  1931. 

The  Acts  arc  administered  by  the  County  Council,  but  the 
co-operation  of  the  District  Council  has  been  invited.  Efforts 
are  continually  being  made  to  persuade  owners  to  avail  thcm- 
se'ves  of  the  assistance  given  under  these  Acts.  The  County 
Sanitary  Inspector,  with  special  knowledge  of  the  problem,  has 
given  great  assistance  in  this  work  and  his  advice  has  been 
much  appreciated.  Two  houses  have  been  reconditioned  with 
assistance  under  this  Act.  A  grant  to  assist  the  reconditioning 
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of  7  houses  has  been  authorized,  and  schemes  are  being 
prepared  for  1 1  other  houses.  One  application  for  a  grant  has 
been  refused. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  is  134.  all 
by  private  enterprise.

In  this  District  the  principal  collectors  of  milk  are  the 
Bristol  Co-operative  Society  and  Messrs.  Hornby’s  Dairies, 
Ltd.,  Bristol.  The  milk  supplied  by  these  firms  is  pasteurised. 

During  the  year  82  samples  of  Accredited  milk  and  24 
samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  taken  and  examined  at 
the  County  Laboratory.  31  samples  of  mixed  milk  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
was  found  in  one  of  these  samples. 

During  the  year  one  new  cowshed  has  been  built  and 
improvement  made  to  four  other  sheds.
